New York, Aug. 6.—At the ad- 
journed and final meeting of the an- 
nual convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of the Motion Picture Industry 
held here today twelve additional di- 
rectors to the thirty previously nomi- 
nated were elected, the members vot- 
ing unanimously to increase the di- 
rectorate from thirty to forty-two 
members.

STRIKE CALLED 
BY THE HEBREW 
ACTORS’ UNION 
IS SHORTLIVED 


Trouble at Kessler’s Theater, 
New York, Quickly Settled 


Hebrew Actors Resent Booking 
of English-Speaking Act 


Returned After Qbjectionable 
Material Was Eliminated 


New York. Aug. 6.—Visions of the 
recent White Rat “strike” " fiasco, 
which ended so disastrously for that 
organization and scored a clean-cut 
victory for organized vaudeville, were 
briefly revived for a time today when 
an incipient ‘“strike’ was called by 
the Hebrew Union, a former branch 
of the White Rats, against Kesslers 
Vaudeville Theater, at Second street 
and Second avenue, this city, located 
in the very heart of the Ghetto dis- 
trict. The “strike” was shortlived, 
the troubles being amicably patched 
up, and the disgruntled actors went 
back to work. 

The trouble started when the house 
manager, Samuel Lawnfield, booked 
for this week an English-speaking act, 
whereas the entire vaudeville program 
heretofore has consisted of Hebrew 
acts or turns. As the English-speak- 
ing act was not affiliated with the

New York, August 6.—Nine new 
productions, in addition to the com- 
panies presenting their big success, 
Turn to the Right, is the pretentious 
production program laid out by Win- 
chell Smith and John L. Golden for 
this, their second season, as a partner- 
ship.

Chicago, August 6.—One of those rare vaude- 
ville bills on which acts seem to divide honors 
and possessing turns that have been seen lwre 
recently came fo the Majestic today. It beeun 
good, got better and finished strong, which ac- 
counts for the fact that hardly anybody left 
until the entire entertainment was completed. 


No. 1—Orpheum Circuit Travel Weekly. 


No, 2—Mang and Snyder. We have yet to 
see a better opening act of its kind. Two

No. 5—Noel Travers and Irene Douglas, sur- 
rounded by capable players, bring back Meadow- 
brook Lane, an act possessing enough plotting 
and clever situations to please, tho the prin- 
cipals seem too much inclined to burlesque their 
parts, which would prove stroger comedy if ren- 
dered seriously.

JERE J. COHAN DIES 
FOLLOWING LENGTHY ILLNESS 


Made Last Public Appearance at the Friars’ Frolic 
Two Years Ago—Retired From Active Stage 
Work About Nine Years Ago 


New York, Aug. 4.—Jere J. Cohan, father of 
George M. Cohan and one of the best-known 
figures of the American stage, died August 1 
at his summer home at Monroe, Orange County, 
N. Y., after an illness of several months. M1. 
Cohan was a sufferer from arterio-sclerosis. He 
was 69 years of age. 

Hundreds of players and playgoers attended 
the funeral services, held August 3 at the 
Church of the Blessed Sacrament. A solemn 
high mass of requiem was celebrated by the 
Rev. Stuart Chambers, following which the 
interment was in Woodlawn Cemetery. Floral 
tributes from the Lambs, the Friars, the 
Theatrical Managers’ Association and from 
various managers and individual friends 
covered the coffin and filled four large 
automobiles that followed the hearse. Mr. 
Cohan was a veteran of the Civil War as well 
as a veteran of the stage. Hie was a drummer 
boy with the Union forces during the Civil War, 
and many patriotic fioral pieces were sent by 
friends. The pallbearers were Sam H. Harris, 
George M. Cohan’s business partner; Dr. Oscar 
Leiser, F. F. Proctor, Francis X. Hope, Charles 
J. Gebest, Bert Feibelman, E. W. Dunn, Walter 
J. Moore, Dennis O’Brien and Thos. A. O’Brien, 
Jr. Among those attending the services were 
Miss Amelia Bingham, William Collier, Morgan 
J. O’Brien, Raymond Hitchcock, Andrew Mack, 
Charles K. Harris, Morris Gest, Mr. and Mrs. 
Byron Russell, Louis Hahn, Richard Carle, 
James Montgomery, Loney Haskell, Julian 
Mitchell, Harrison and Hugo Fisher, Billy 8. 
Clifford, Charles E. Evans, EB. F. Albee, Har-

Mr. Cohan made his last public appearance on 
the stage at the Friars’ Frolic two years ago, 
when he toured the country with that organiza- 
tion. His last regular season was in his son’s 
Yankee Prince company on a tour to the Pacific 
Coast about nine years back, 

The grandfather of Jere Cohan emigrated to 
America from Ireland, settling in Rhode Island, 
where Jere Cohan later married Helen F. 
Costigan. 


Mr. Cohan in his early days was a minstrel 
and variety performer, and gained considerable 
fame even before the days of the Famous Fou: 
Cohans, in which act the two children, George 
™M. and Josephine, assisted their parents. 


The marriage of Jcsephine ended the Four 
Cohans’ partnership, after which the parents 
were content to let their son represent them un-

We can not see ow great, big, expensive 
advertisements in class papers seldom read 
or even heard of by the theatergoing pub- 
Me can benefit vaudeville artists commensurate- 
ly with their cost. If they could be made to 
pay at all they would pay in The Billboard, 
because it is read by managers in all Hnes— 
musical comedy, dramatic, parks, piers, chau- 
tauquas, etc.—and not by vaudeville managers 
and agents alone, as are the leech papers, but 
even at that we do not solicit these big ads. We 
deem them very wasteful, and we therefore 
can not advocate them. The talent-hunting ma- 
chinery in the U. B. 0., and, to a lesser extent, 
of course, on the other vaudeville circuits, sur- 
passes the baseball scouting system in the 
thoroness with which it covers. All an act has 
to do is to make good any old place and it 
will be discovered, appraised, classified and listed 
—instanter or nearly so. Whether It is con- 
sidered available and used after that depends 
upon the agents, but if any artist thinks these 
latter are influenced or moved by spreads in 
the leech papers they are badly mistaken. 
There are only three considerations (or rather 
should be) that will interest them, viz., an 
opportunity to witness the act in a tryout 
house, the salary demanded for it and the de- 
gree of fame or notoriety that the act, or one 
or more of its principals, enjoys with the gen- 
eral public from which audiences are drawn. 


The Great Clayton, who Is doing some sensa- 
tional advertising in our paper just at this 
time, has developed, amplified and improved the 
Hindoo yogi act almost beyond belief. Old stuff 
and old stunts have been eliminated, and new 
ideas injected to such great extent that in its 
new guise hardly anyone but the keenest of 
observers would recognize the original.

It is not 
generally known, but the yogi (yoga, yogee or 
yogi) really exist in India. They are ascetic 
mendicants who practice the yoga system (a 
Hindu philosophy) and by recourse to austere 
fasting and meditation acquire (or claim to) 
miraculous powers over elementary matter and 
telepathic power of a rare and high order. The 
Great Clayton not only mystifies—he startles 
—and his uncanny achievements make the flesh 
creep and the heart race. He is a sure-fire sen- 
sation everywhere.

Chorus Girls, Secured After Great Difficulty, Re- 
fuse To Rehearse During Heated Spell— 
Chorus Men With One Show Strike 
and Are Discharged 


New York, Aug. 3.—The heat of the past 
week added greatly to the trouble of the bur- 
lesque producers, The shortage in the chorus 
girl market this season had been a thurn in 
their pillows, and it had only been with difi- 
culty that most of the shows have procured 
their required quota of girls. The severe ard 
protracted heat spell came just as rehearsals 
were on and many girls refused to endure the 
agonies of rehearsals under such coaditions, 
Producers who had believed their chorus girl 
difficulties were settled suddenly found them- 
selves confronted with the necessity of re- 
eruiting more girls, and the result has been 
that the highways and byways have been 
searched for chorus girls as never before, 

One show alone lost nine of its girls right in 
the midst of the rehearsals because they had 
rather surrender their jobs than work with 
the mercury showing an official registration cf 
over ninety degrees, and with a rehearsal hall 
registration of anywhere from 100 to 110, 
Many a girl was prostrated by the heat during 
these rehearsals, but the time is getting short 
and the work of the ‘‘merry merry’? had to go 
on. On certain days some of the shows de- 
lared rehearsals off, but early openings made 
it impossible for all of them to do se.

Professional Department Head 
Usually Holds Reins Longer 
Than Any Other Pub- 
lisher’s Attache 


Song writers come and go, ‘‘pluggers’’ emi- 
grate and migrate, different styles of sengs 
have their heydays and depart, but the pro- 
fessional manager seems to go on forever. Like 
the poet's brooklet, the passing years only 
serve to emphasize his presence. The average 
head of a music publisher's professional de- 
partment can truthfully say: ‘“‘Years may 
come and years may go, but I go on forever.’’ 

In many ways the music publishing game 1s 
not considered stable when compared to other 
businesses, and for good reason. Nobody knows 
in just what manner the publie’s future whim 
may affect the game, yet every publisher who 
“wants to be in the swim’’ must try to an- 
ticipate it. A miscalculation may mean the 
loss of a fortune. <A writer whose ears are 
ringing with the grateful applause of an ap- 
precjative pubiiec may be cast into the discard. 
Yet the professional manager blithely collects 
hig liberal salary and worries only about 
whether his this year’s bonus will equal or 
surpass that of last year. 

Nothing that happens is the dault of the 
professional manager. If the songs don't 
move he'll quickly tell you whose fault it $s. 
The song writers aren’t putting up the right 
kind of stuff and should be replaced or en- 
livened by new ones. The hard work put in 
on a certain song or series of songs failed to 
meet with reward for manifold reasons, ete. 

The professional manager who loses his job 
is an exception to the rule. Some go thru 
many seasons unblessed with hits, yet if you 
take a census at almost any time you'll find 
pretty nearly the same men guiding the pro- 
fessional destinies of the old-line concerns, even 
tho they may not retain a single staff mem- 
ber that was present a season or so before. 

The professional manager is a sort of chan- 
cellor—responsible only to the crown. He has 
unlimited power in hiring and firing, when his 
inclination meets with the general approval of 
the firm heads—or he may not even consult

SONG LOGIC 


HIS LIFE STORY 


He held a good position and began to use his writing hand for posters that 
attracted much attention from the boobs and such. One day the hours seemed 
so long he thought he’d write a little song. He gave it to a publisher who bought 
such things at ten bucks per. To his surprise the song he wrote became a hit 
when put to note. He thought how great returns would be if that song was on 
royalty. The fortune that he figured out soon put his steady job to rout. He 
thought: “Why waste my good time here, when I'd make fortunes by the year 
if I'd produce three hundred hits to sell from ten cents to two bits?” He quit 
his job and walked around where writers of song hits are found—on Broadway, 
Mid-town—where one sees the gorgeous music factories. He sold a few, and 
for a while, met everybody with a smile. But ideas came too slow for him 
to make much of a show. He kept it up and worked with vim, but others were 
outstripping him. When things were dull and cash came slow thoughts of the 
job he used to know would start a gripping at his throat and he would curse 
the songs he wrote. He went back to his oldtime boss, said little of the sea- 
son’s loss, but hinted that he’d much prefer the oldtime job at so much per. 
The boss replied: “Another lad has made good at the job you had.” For in his 
heart he did not trust the chap who’d quit him in disgust. So back to Broad- 
way went our friend, ideas gone, his wits at end. And every day and every 
night he’d speak of what he used to write. This interested others not, for all 
his past songs Were forgot. He still hangs ’round and figures oft’ "bout what 
he lost thru his swelled loft. His oldtime job, week after week, meant constant 
riches so to speak. for all his dreams of royalties had faded with sweet mem- 
ories. He'd give the hits he hopes to write for his old job—for just one night. 
Ambition holds a cruel sway—it kids you first and then you pay. 


THE KIND OF SONG WANTED 


With a world war involving America as no other war ever involved this 
country before aspirants to song writing honors are likely to forget that the 
music game places efficiency above zeal just as does the war game. Waving 
the star-spangled banner does much to arouse patriotism, but the serious busi- 
ness of war is something quite different from flagwaving. The zealous song 
writer—be he amateur or professional—is likely to be carried away by surface 
indications. War is a question of nerves. We all admire heroic France, but 
our admiration does not lead us to forget that a prominent ex-Senator, who 
returned from the European war front before America became involved, told 
us that the French. in their war frenzy, fired twenty shots to the Germans’ one 
yet the military efficiency of the enemy was developed to a point that made the 
one shot in most instances count for as much as the French twenty. This point 
is not quoted as a commendation of German efficiency and those who see pro- 
Germanism in it without grasping the more subtle point are missing a chance 
to get a valuable tip. Surface frenzy plays an important function in many in- 
stances, but wartime songs prepared under its spell are nothing more than a 
waste of valuable ammunition—for no ammunition is more important for the 
morale of an army than the songs the soldiers sing. It has been shown that 
our soldiers do not care particularly for hate hymns. They’d rather consider 
the enemy a hate-driven creature than themselves. Songs written with a per- 
suasive, argumentative basis, drawing a picture with the war theme implied 
rather than told, will find their way to our soldiers’ hearts far more rapidly 
than the “kill the Kaiser” type. The writer who doesn’t waste ammunition and 
who carefully fires his shot (writes his song) in a way that it will reach our 
soldiers and our public—without the blatant waste of surface frenzy—is the 
one who will demonstrate the kind of efficiency that succeeds. 


IN TERPRETATION 


The importance cf singers’ intergretation of popular songs has been both 
overestimated and underestimated. “When a comedy song which does not

The women, not content with 
entertaining, made and outfitted fifty-five kit 
bags in the time the boys were in town and sent 
them on their way to France with a royal fare- 
well.

“The English and French governments have 
organized the artists of the countries, especially 
the scenic artists, to work in naval yards, as 
well as in the fields with the regular army, for 
the purpose of painting large tarpaulins and can- 
vas covers to mask the field guns, and they 
grasped the value of the scenic artist, with his 
wide experience and talent and reproduction and 
color. 


“They have taken these artists with their 
various color schemes and composition to com- 
pletely mask a series of field guns, or paint 
the sides of a battleship in nature’s true colors 
and the ocean and waves, so that it has com- 
pletely baffled the enemy’s submarines to as 
near as a half mile, and, at that distance, in 
many cases, they have made such poor targets 
that the submarine has had to maneuver around 
until it was detected and fired upon. 


“This plan applies to transports on which

“Another feature of painting boats is in the 
painting of a huge wave on the bow of a battle- 
ship, this being the chief method of judging 
the speed that q boat is traveling. 

“This gives the enemy the impression that 
the boat is traveling at a high rate of speed. 
The torpedo is set for that high speed and 
scores a complete miss, as the boat is probably 
traveling at half that speed. 

“There are possibilities too numerous to men- 
tion on the value of seenic backgrounds, or 
fooling the enemy with paint. 

‘This plan is being put up to the War De- 
partment by some of our leading artists and 
paval mon. Among some of the nation’s leading 
advocates is Uncle Joe Cannon, former speaker

Showmanship fs an applied science. It ts 
synthetic psychology. And just as the workers 
in the syntbetic branch of any science attain 
the material results that mark its progress so 
do we maintain that, in the concrete, the late 
Charles Frohman contributed more to human 
happiness than @id the late Professor James. 


We pause an instant to emphasize the quali- 
fication in the preceding paregraph. Miners 
and sappers may pave the road to hostile 
trenches, but to the infantryman goes the glory 
of the victory. The toii of the analytic chemist 
provides the data with the aid of which the 
synthetic chemist performs the miracles that 
lighten the problems of our existence. 

We do no? wish to insinuate that our suc- 
cessful showman is a devout student of Wil- 
lam James. Rather, we believe that the prac- 
tical showman must gain his knowledge of the 
rudiments of science first hand. His empirics! 
research is conducted in the course of his daily 
life; often be absorbs his technical foundation 
unconsciously and attributes his skill to instinct, 
So painlessly does he come by his great kaowl- 
edge that you may see him sometimes passing 
his wisdom along the mahogany bar top to 
alert minds that hasten te turn it to their own 
advantage and charge the showman smartly for 
that which is his owt. Like many anothe> 
selentist, your showman is not always a good 
besiness man. Not that he doesn’t make 
money. He isn’t a good showman unless he 
does. But he doesn’t elways get the share 
of the money made that ts his due. 


We have frequettly contended that inasmuch 
ee the drama is the ottgrowth of a «po taneous 
effort on the part of the people to amuse them- 
selves a play is good or bad accordingly as 
it succeeds or fails to provide amusement in 
ne or another of its forms; that granting per- 
fect showmanship in its exploitation the meas- 
ure of a play’s merits may be found in the 
evtent of its commercial success. We are often 
accused of advancing this solely for the pleas- 
ure of hearing ourselves talk, or In a specious 
attempt to glorify the despised commercial man- 
ager. But this is not the case. We firmly be 
Neve that no matter how noble its purpose, 
how remarkable its Mterary qualities, or how 
skillful its characterizations, no play is worth 
the doing unless it can be made to bring forth 
Pleasurable reactions from the individuals gath- 
ered to view It. Almost anyone can “put over’’ 
material composed of “sure-fire hoakum,” pro- 
Vided it is put together with some degree of 
sk. Gnd provided the producer does not permit 
‘areliws exposing of its machinery. Tut the 
“v) @f the true showman lies m his ability to 
‘8t© with material in which the dramatic 

|| @e not apparent on the surface, but 
ot & Be mined for end cast into high lights. 
‘". G task of this sort will give joy to the 
Wgtost type of showman, 

Showmanship as a science has many branches, 
so the complete showman must have a smat- 
tering of them all, employing highly trained 
Specialists to attain pro@elency in each of the 
individual branches. Many a specialist bas been 
misled by bis success in bis particular branch, 
and has reached out in an attempt to dominate 
the feld, only te meet disaster. A case fn 
point is the late Paul Armstrong, a showman- 
Playwright if there ever was one. Not only 
had he the knowledge, the experience and the 
Knack that resulted in the creation of much 
remarkably valuable theatrical property, but his 
‘sistance In the staging of bis plays and bis 
‘lvice in their exploitation was eagerly sought, 
Yet he failed whenever be tried to put out 
his plays under his own management. It may 
have been that be failed because of the lack 
of cooperation of specialists in the other 


branches of the sclence, but it is more prob- 
able that the cause may be found in the fact 
thet be experfmented mainly with plays thet 


had been rejected by others and that he was 
not showman enough to understand the cause 
for their rejection, 

To those familiar with the problems that 
confront him constantly, the showman will 
fever be confused with the shrewd capitalist, 
even tho the latter’s name may figure on the 
bills, The modern showman has begun to 
realize the great importance of a thoro grasp 
of business conditions and the principles of 
business efficiency, for, like any other scientist, 
he can produce results only when experiment- 
ing under favorable conditions, But, Mr, Actor, 
while the man who sits in the saddle probably 
could not give your performance of your part, 
nor could he direct rehearsals as skillfully as 
does tbe director, who is rehearsing you now, 
he's got something besides a money bag or a 
pull with bis bank, or he wouldu’t be where 
he is today.

lyrics, several good character roles and the 
infectious spirit of American college life, 


Aside from the fact that this musical comedy 
tells a good, consistent tale without interrup 
tions or the loss of interest for a moment, it 
contains characters that are real types from life, 
adequately portrayed by a splendid cast. 

However, Leave It to Jane, as it was pro- 
duced at the premiere, needs a judicious use of 
the pruning knife, especially in the first act, 
which tended rather towards length than for 
strength. This will doubtless be remedied be- 
fore the play is presented for its New York 
run. The second act needs very little revision, 
as it is a decided improvement over the first 
act and runs smootbly. 


The most bumorous creation was Georgia 
O’Ramey’s portrayal of Flora Wiggins, a wait- 
ress at her mother’s University Boarding House, 
who was “‘strong for the guys who were long on 
looks.”

Makes Lyceum and Chautauqua a Part of the 


Educational Machinery of the State—Has 
Proven a Great Success 


Froebel was one of the world’s great edu- 
eators, and his greatness was in his insight into 
the child mind. He made education a play 
by taking it out of the realm of the irksome. 


The University of Wisconsin has just begun 
to learn the fundamental lessons which Froebel 
learned and partly taught the world. The Unt- 
versity has pioneered in a virgin field. It has 
popularized education by making it useful to 
the common people, 


Instead of laying great stress on the benefits 
to the State arising from the fact that the 
seniors are able to recite Homer’s Illiad from 
memory, the State University, backed with 
State money, raised by taxing the people's 
property, has taught the young folks how to 
ntake cheese, raise hogs, breed cattle, make 
bread: taught the young men how to build 
roads for automobiles instead of describing the 
ones which Caesar built for bis chariots. County 
bridges, school buildings, farm houses, homes, 
churches and auditoriums are planned for the 
people. The girls are taught how to cook, 
sweep, sew and build an apron after a plan 
and to wear a sunbonnet with dignity. It has 
done more than all of that, it bas taught the 
people to talk in terms of life, to play and 
think and act, 

What else has this great seat of learning 
done? While Eastern colleges were offering 
prizes for rural efficiency in the conjugation 
of the Greek verb this great university was 
teaching by means of the phonograph and mov- 
ing pictures. Oh, how shiftless, as Miss 
Ophelia once said, 

The University has gone even farther than 
that. It has launched into the amusement 
world with a serious purpose to educate the 
people in the art of play. The University of 
Wisconsin has for a dozen years been the lyce- 
um and chautauqua storm center, around which 
has been waged some fierce battles, and the 
end is not yet. 

A NEW FORM OF RECREATION 

Here are some of the things this great State 
institution is teaching as gathered from the 
literature sent out by the Extension Depart- 
ment, of which Professor Paul F. Voelker is 
the head: 

“Modern educators are just beginning to 
awake to a realization of the truth that the 
chiid’s body must be developed as well as his 
mind. Recourse was at once had to music, be- 
cause music makes a double appeal—its welody 
appeals to the sense of hearing, while its 
rhythm appeals to the nervous system of the

powerful factor, therefore, in systematizing ex- 
ercise. Educators have gone back to the old 
folk games of the European nations in order 
to develop poise and graceful action in the 
child. These games are played in the halls 
and corridors and gymnasia of schools in win- 
ter, and out of doors in the playground or on 
the school campus in the spring. 

‘Miss Elizabeth Burchenal, the leading spirit 
in disseminating these delightful games and 
dances in America, reminds us that ‘they have 
sprung naturally from the hearts of simple, 
wholesome country folk in response to the 
human need for self expression.” We are

THD UNIVERSITY RUNS CHAUTAUQUAS 

But you don’t mean that the University of 
Wisconsin has a regular chautauqua—it has 
tent and all? 

Prof. Voelker states the aim of this great 
movement as he sees it, and what he says is 
worthy of very serious study. Read it as 
translated into the publicity boost of a press 
agent and fed to the natives in the form of 
intellectual fodder. Taken from the original, as 
it appeared_in the 1917 University Chautauqua 
booklet, and quoted verbatum, it reads as 
follows: 

“The Lecture Department of the Extension 
Division of* the University of Wisconsin takes 
pleasure in presenting its third annual chau- 
tauqua program. This program is built upon 
the fundamental idea that making a life is 
more important than making a living. We 
make our living by means of our daily tasks; 
We make our lives by means of our efforts at 
recreation, 


“The most important facts about a man are 
his nonutilitarian activities. Those who are 
most deeply interested in our welfare do not 
ask, how do we earn our money, but, rather, 
how do we spend it; not what is our work, but 
what is our play; not what do we know, but 
what do we believe; not what are we obliged 
to do in order to earn our daily bread, but

spontaneous, and to use them to bring about a i 


happy feeling among the dancers, rather than 
to make a pleasant sight for onlookers. This 
new form of recreation points the way to a 
return to the oldtime community life, with 
its genuine expression of popular feeling, 
which modern conventions have almost oblit- 
erated.”’ 


THE NEED OF PLAYTIME 


Realizing the truth of the philosophy as set 
forth by Miss Burchenal, the university has 
given much attention to the problem of play. 
Miss Daisy Hetherington, who is in charge of 
that department, says: 

“Play springs eternal in the heart of the 
child. In spite of their frowning elders the 
children of the old Puritanic days played, even 
tho they knew punishment was the inevitable 
reward. They wisely followed nature's dic- 
tates, defying the earnest but mistaken ideas 
of our stanch old ancestors. Now we realize 
that our children must play, that vigorous play 
means steady nerves, sound hearts, good di- 
gestion, and, better still, sound morals. As our 
crowded conditions of living have gradually 
robbed our boys and girls of their opportunities 
for play we are now attempting to make good 
nature’s claim and are establishing playgrounds 
with trained leaders in every community in the 
country today, 

“This Wisconsin Chautauqua appreciates the 
children’s needs and is providing expert leaders 
to see that the children, as well as the adults, 
are furnished opportunities for mental, moral 
and physical development. Thus parents will 
be relieved of worry about their children. So 
bring the ‘‘kiddies’’ along and the management 
guarantees that while the old folk absorb wis- 
dom the young will absorb health, joy and good 
manners,”’ 


what would we like to do if we had the oppor- 
tunity and the leisure to do as we please. 

“Any recreation which does not leave a man 
better than it found him is worse than useless. 
Plays are necessary for the welfare of our 
physical life and for the health of our mental 
life. Games are the plays of the body. The 
arts are the plays of the soul. 

“In the chautauqua program this year are 
represented many of the play activities into 
which a man may enter—poetry, painting, 
sculpture, music, science and. social participa- 
tion. These activities lead one far from the 
routine path of earning the daily bread; they 
take up little of the surplus energy which we, 
in our American life, are able to produce; they 
are the things that make life worth living. The 
average man comes into touch with these phases 
of life only casually. The chautauqua program 
is designed to bring him face to face with 
these activities in a most happy way; to give 
him in six days a glimpse of several possible 
means of healthful, human enjoyment.” 


MUSIC AS A FACTOR 

Music in some form is recognized as a neces- 
sary part of most of our amusement and en- 
tertainment, hence the university recognizes the 
value of music as q real factor of life. It does 
not treat music as a mere ethical, esthetical, 
vapory something which has to do with culture 
fit only for the sons and daughters of the 
elect; it treats this great art as a reality of 
life, to be enjoyed by the sons and daughters 
of men—by the hard-fisted patrons of toil—the 
plowmen, the woodsmen—and the patronesses 
of the University of the Wednesday Afternoon 
Mendlessohn Soclety—hence the musical faculty 
of the university tours the state, and concert 
companies, musicians and instructors are drafted 
from all over this country for service in Wis- 


consin, 
lyceum 


Yes, they are booked on the regular 
and chautauquas put out by the Ex- 
tension Department of the university. 

Prof. P. W. Dykema is one of the best known 
singing directors in this country, and be it is 
who has charge of this work of teaching and 
inspiring the Badgers to sing. He says, mn 
speaking of this phase of the work: 

“The prophetic phrase of the poet Whitman, 
*I Hear America Singing,’ \s becoming a reality, 
All over this country people’s choruses, num- 
bering from a few hundreds to several thou- 
sands, are singing the folk songs and simple 
choruses in a way that has been almost un- 
dreamt of in this practical country of ours, A 
movement for the inclusion of community sing- 
ing in the chautauquas started two years ago 
in Wisconsin is now spreading to similar insti- 
tutions all over the land. No method has ever 
been more successful in bringing people to- 
gether socially and getting them to feel the 
great universal emotions, We have been a 
dumb people; music is helping us all to find 
our tongues and voices, and by that means 
to find a deeper life within us. Come, let us 
sing together. The community music ieader 
who will have charge of the work in the chau- 
taugqua is an expert whose skill and enthusi- 
asm will cause everybody gladly to jain in the 
singing.”’ 

Here we have a lot of teachers who are 
really trying to be educators. These men show 
signs of actually comprehending, what Kari 
Merz meant when he penned these lines so full 
of real life and sound philosophy: 

“Music is a means of culture; it is one of 
the greatest, and, perhaps, the greatest factor in 
human civilization. Not until men shall use the 
art with a spirit of reverence will it exercise 
those powers for which it is designed. The pres- 
ent generation of philosophers and teachers are 
only beginning to search for the real meaning 
and explanation of the art, and they have not 
advanced sufficiently to answer even these sim- 
ple questions: What is music? Wherein con- 
sists its great power?"’ 


We haven't the space to deal with each fea- 
ture of this splendid activity and must content 
ourselves with a glimpse of a few of the fea- 
tures presented this season by this great State 
institution. 

This year the chautauqua presents a great 
musical variety that fits the whims cf the most 
conglomerate audience, 

VESTED BOY 

“St. Paul's Episcopal Church, Chicago, is 
one of the notable churches of America not 
only because of its large and fashionable congre- 
gation, but also because of the quality of its 
music, 

“Its dhoir of men and boys numbers forty, 
including three soloists, among them Bradley 
Davies, one of the leading solo boys of the 
West. The choir will sing two programs, the 
first devotional, in vestments; tne second popu- 
lar, in uniforms, 

“The music is of a difficult character, but It 
is mastered with that ability for overcoming 
technical difficulties which constant training 
alone makes possible, The boys’ voices are 
trained necessarily to resembe women's voices, 
but lacking the emotional element, the singing 
has a simplicity and a purity which adds creat. 
ly to its inspiration and beauty. The method 
is that employed in the English Cathedrale, 
known as the ‘head tone’’ method. By its 
use the boy may pass from soprano to alto, as 
his voice changes, and then to tenor or bass 
position without interruption and with *o In- 
jury to the voice. 

“The choir master is John Allen Richardson, 
who during the ten years gt his service has 
spared no effort to bring the choir to its present 
state of great efficiency. His system is one 
of strict discipline, methodical work in vocall- 
zation and interpretation, and finally an exe- 
cution which for beauty of tone production and 
color effects is seldom equaled,”

Here is one of the really worth while com- 
panies doing lyceum and chautauqua work.

But business should and can remain excellent, and—again for psy- 
chological and economic reasons—there should be a good, indeed more 
than normal, margin of profit because of the greater risks involved in do- 
ing business during the war time (and because of other considerations 
which would require a somewhat lengthy explanation), but a large slice 
of that profit once realized should be taken by the Government in the 
shape of excess profit and income taxation. 

It is, of course, absurd to preach—as is being preached in some quar- 
ters—that no one should be allowed to make more money during a war 
If we can not accumulate savings we shall 
very soon be at the end of our tether. 

But it is entirely right to preach that no one should benefit financially 
from the dreadful calamity of war, that no one should be permitted to 
us« the urgent necessities caused by war to exact extortionate prices. 

Cf course, also, we should all economize during war, but the rule of 
reason holds good even in respect of things that it is well and praise-

Congress should not pile new bur- 
dens on theatrical managers and out- 
door amusément interests. Instead 
ameliorating reductions ought to be 
made in those already fixed and deter- 
mined upon. These are grievously 
burdensome and inequitable in many 
respects. 

Nothing will chill the ardor and 
dampen the enthusiasm of men like 
unjust discrimination and unfair treat- 
ment. 

Once let these men of splendid 
spirit—all leaders in their respective

SWITCHMEN’S STRIKE 
DELAYS GENTRY SHOW 


Tractor and Extra Teams Used 
To Make 12-Mile Jump— 
Matinee Lost at 
Racine, Wis. 


The Gentry Bros.’ Show was caught in the 
switchmen’s strike in Chicago, but only lost 
one performance. The jump feom Indiana 
Harbor to South Chicago (twelve miles) was 
made via tractor and extra teams, but was well 
worth it. Owing to the strike not being set- 
tled until Monday morning, July 30, the train 
did not get out of South Chicago until 4 a.m., 
arriving at the Monday stand—Racine, Wis.— 
at 1:30 p.m., so the afternoon performance was 
*“‘blowed.”’ However, a big turnaway was 
recorded in the evening. The show is playing 
the Milwaukee lots from July 31 to August 6. 
The weeks of July 16 to 23 bave surely been 
record-breakers for the show-—Gary, Whiting, 
Indiana Harbor and South Chicago—all giving 
turnaways.

PRESCOTT CONTEST A BIG ONE 


More Outside Riders Present Than 
Ever Before—Dobbins Champion 
Broncho Buster 


By G, M. SPARKES 


The 1917 Frontier Days Contest, which was 
held at Prescott, Ariz., was the greatest cele- 
bration of its kind ever staged in the South- 
west, This year witnessed the greatest number 
of outside riders ever assembled in the arena, 
coming from California, Texas, Montana, Colo- 
rado, Oklahoma and Canada. Thousands of 
tourists visited the Mile High City of Artzona 
to witness these sports of the mountains and 
lains. Noted artists and writers, including 
Jarold Bell Wright, viewed the sportr and 
spent considerble time among the cowboys. 

Fair, open competition, with no one barred, 
characterized each competitive event, and no 
favorites were played nor contracts given. The 
Universal Film Company pictured the entire 
celebration, and also various points of interest 
in and about Prescott. Hoot Gibson, the fea- 
ture man and director for the Universal people, 
made a decided hit with the men of the range 
by his clever handling of horses and his splendid 
nerve. Mr, Gibson has already prepared a 
story in which the Frontier Days films will be 
used, and it will only be a short time when the 
pictures from Prescott will be flashed all over 
the world. A representative of the Pathe News 
also filmed a large part of the celebration. This 
has already been released in the large cities of 
the United States. 

Special features and competitive games were 
offered each day. The arena was in charge of 
F, L. Haworth, who has§yearly conducted this 
celebration in Prescott, and to him is due large- 
ly the credit for the wonderful success of this 
year’s contest, 

The greatest interest centered in the world's 
championship broncho riding contest, with first 
prize of $400 cash and a diamond-studded 
world’s championship gold medal; second, $250; 
third, $100: fourth $50. In addition to these 
purses the following day moneys were awarded: 
First day, $80; second, $80; third, $40, Prescott’s 
claim to a world’s championship contest is 
based u the fact that the winner of the first 
prize and gold medal must contest for the medal 
and hfs title as champion at any place in the 
world where as high a purse is offered and the 
same riding rules govern. The men judging 
this year’s contest were: P. B. Mitchell, of Los 
Angeles: Charles Hollingshead, of Flagstaff, 
Ariz., and Sterling Plummer, of Seligman, Ariz. 
There were seventeen entries In this contest, 
the judges disqualifying five of the nine men 
who rode the first day, and strictly enforcing 
the rules of the contest. The last day of the 
riding the judges decided that ‘‘Doc’’ Pardee, 
winner of the medal in 1916, had failed to 
ecratch Big Sid, in accordance with the rules, 
and he was disqualified, and the prizes were 
awarded as follows: 

Johnny Dobbins, of Fresno, Cal., $400 and 
diamond-studded gold medal. 

Pat Duke, of Flagstaff, $250: Johnny Fred- 
ericks, Camp Verde, $100; Lone Jordan, of 
Globe, $0. 

In the world’s championship calf-tying con- 
test $2,000 was hung up for the purses, With 
sixty-three entrants the following came into 
the money, the time taken in roping three 
calves deciding the contest: 

Eubanks, 97 seconds, 8730. 

Bob Heckle, 90% seconds, $500, 

Otto Lange, 10051, seconds, $250. 

Logan Morris, 100 seconds, $125. 

Buster Gardner, 111 seconds, $75, 

Elza Brown, 112 seconds, $50, 

Mr. Eubanks also won a $100 saddle, which 
was put up as a special prize by Colonel Fred

SECRETARY JOHN ALLEN 
WRITES TIMELY LETTER 


Believes All Fairs Should Be Held Despite War 
Conditions—Takes Stand for Clean Shows 
and Concessions—Claims Misrepresen- 
tation by Agents Hurts Fairs 


The Billboard bas received the following letter 
from John R, Allen, secretary of the Hughes 
County Fair, to be held at Holdenville, Ok., 
September 17-19: 

“With regard to the effect the war will have 
on fairs, I want to say that I don’t think it 
will bave any effect on the fairs if they are 
carried out as they should be. 

“In the first place, The Billboard will bear 
me out, I believe, in the statement that the 
more the war the more we should encourage the 
farmer, and the more we encourage him the 
more and better stuff he will raise. 


“The township fair, the county fair and the 
State fair were started for the farmer to en- 
courage him to raise better foodstuff and better 
stock. The farmers look forward to these fairs 
each year with pride, and are as anxious to 
show their stuff at the township fair, the county 
and the State fair as a city man is to show a 
new automobile that has cost him all he has 
besides a mortgage on his life. 

“What I and the people of Holdenville think 
of the wartime fair is this: We have bought 
forty acres this season, built new buildings and 
received a donation of $2,000 from the business 
men for advertising and attractions, and are 
offering the biggest premium list ever made in 
and around Hughes county. Last montb on our 
Market Day we gave away a full-blooded Hol- 
stein bull valued at $200 as first prize, no one 
being allowed in the contest but farmers. Some 
might say we should have called off this con- 
test during the war, but why? The farmer who 
won this bull is now trying to buy some fyll- 
blooded Holstein heifers. oes it not promote 
better stock raising: with the farmers and boost 
the town and county? 

“Today Oklahoma is almost rid of scrub cattle 
and inferior crop raising, and the fairs have 
done the best part of getting rid of these things. 
It is the pride of getting that blue ribbon each 
year that has helped to do it. The farmer has 
the fair for his holiday, and it is the only big 
time he has in the year where he meets all of 
his friends and has a general good time. I can- 
not understand why some fairs are being 
called off. 

“I believe the following bas caused more 
fairs to be canceled and more towns closed than 
anything else: The wise guy who thinks he is 
the only one on earth who knows anything, and 
everyone in the small town is a yap from the 


school kid down to the county sheriff; the 
grafter who cannot run his game _ atrong 
enough, and when stopped makes a holler to 
everyone on the grounds, ‘cusses’ the officials, 


and the like, and if he does get by it is the 
after-effect which closes the town in future; 
showfolk who bunt up the fair officials and tell 
them what a mut the manager of the shows is, 
that they are crooked, and a lot of other bunk, 
and last is the lieing promoter ahead of seme 
shows who boasts that his caravan is the largest 
and best, and then when the shows arrive the

manager is equally as good a liar as the pro- 
moter and stalls thru the fair with about two 
shows and fifteen to twenty games run by the 
grifters. Is it a wonder that towns are being 
closed one after another and that people say 
the fair does more harm than good and everyone 
kicks for months afterward and refuses to help 
with the next one? 

“The time is here, if the open-air showman 
wants to keep on the road and concessioners 
who run straight games want to continue, to 
get together and run such cattle as mentioned 
above out of business. Honest showmen won't 
bave them, square concessioners won't work with 
them, and the towns have already concluded to 


and livestock has been a great blessing to the 
South, but more people have been reached in 
the past and more will be reached in the future 
thru the fairs than cau be reached in any other 
way.”’

GASTON COUNTY FAIR . 
* Plans Permanent Fair Buildings 


Gaston, N, C., August 4.—Gasten’s third an- 
nual fair will be held in permanent buildings 
instead of tents, as were the first two fairs. 
This is not due to any aversion en the part of 
the management or of the public to the use of 
tents. In fact, the decision to erect permanent 
buildings is directly attributable to the war. 
The tents cannot be had because Uncle Sam 
needs all tbe tenting there is in the country

It forms only a small part 
of the parade anyhow, tho a very essential part. 

All the big circus bands of late years have 
been very good and their music well played. 
owing largely to the efficiency of their leaders 
Under such able men as Richards, King and 
Jewell you are boutid to get good results. Such 
leaders will never be satisfied with anything but 
a good band. and in order to get it they, of 


their ability. In order to make as big a rake 


noise while drawing pay for music. 

I am quite sure the grafting leaders are not 
going to thank me for exposing these things; I 
am doing so gratuitously. The show owners will 
not thank me either for. coming to their de- 
fense; they are usually afflicted with that kind 
of blindness caused by not wishing to see, and 
the kind of ignorance caused by egotism and 
not wishing to know. Nothing offends the man 
ager so quickly as some one trying to tell him 
something about his business, However, if he 
really prefers his rotten musicians he should 
be allowed to keep them, but it is hardly right 
to make the public suffer. On the other band 


one who knows his business and has the interest 
of his show at heart. 

The next thing is knowing how to use a band 
after you have one. I know a dramatic man 
ager who put his band out on parade without 
uniforms and sometimes in a lumber wagon, and 
no banners on the wagon. Of course he did no 


street cars and automobiles passing at frequent 
intervals, Of course it was a grand fiasco. The 
music was flapping in the breeze; when a page 
had to be turned the player had to stop, put 
his instrument under his arm, remove the music 
holder, turn the page and again fix the sheet, 
losing several measures in the meantime, In 
case several instruments had to turn at the 
same time the music became weak and sounded 
like a breakdown, but the leader kept right on 
making fancy motions and smiling. 

This illustrates that a leader should use a 
little sense and Judgment as to what to put out 
under the conditions. A good heavy march or 
rag would have been the best to do under the 
above circumstances. A noisy street corner is 
no place for a fine selection even on a still day. 
It's up to the leader to use good judgment and 
save his band from the embarrassment of a 
near breakdown.

INFANT INCUBATORS AT LUNA 


Coney Island, N. Y., August 4.—At Luna is a 
large white building known as the Infant In- 
cubators wherein are honsed numerous tender 
mites of humanity, being bronght back to life 
and health by the latest methods known to 
medical science. No matter how delicate, and 
regardiess of race, these tiny morsels receive 
the best treatment that can be accorded by a 
competent staff of physicians, nurses and sct- 
ence’s newest inventions. 

A course of treatment begins as soon as the 
infant is admitted to the incubators, Generally 
being in a comatose state, the most drastic 
measures are necessary to start a spark of vital- 
ity. Stimulants are administered to start the 
spark, and with the signs of restoration the 
routine of bathing, feeding, injecting purified 
air and providing an exact temperature is put 


in force. Strict attention is paid to the tem- 
perature, as more depends upon that one par- 
ticular than any other in restoring the infant 


to health. Records are made at regular inter- 
vals to note their progress, and each is weighed 
immediately before and after eating and entries 
made showing the amount of nourishment taken 
into each body. 

Dr. M. A. Couney is at the head of the Inecu- 
bators, and his work is vouched for by leading 
physicians, surgeons, hospitals, departments of 
health and nursery and children's societies.

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ELECTRICAL FOUNTAIN 
In Denver’s City Park Novel Sight 


Denver, Col., Aug. 3.—The electrical fountain, 
which has been going in City Park for the past 
ten years, continues to be a novel and pleasing 
sight to thousands of Denverites and Denver 
visitors. 

The electric fonntain would be a valuable as 
set to any park, and once installed its attract 
iveness should offset its operating expense. The 
lights and the water of the fountain are con 
trolled by an operator in a pavilion tower some 
thousand feet distant, and the variations of th: 
color effect are limitless. The water in the 
fountain comes from more than 2,000 nozzles 
pointing in all directions and arranged in al! 
shapes and designs. In the center is one tal! 
nozzle, which stands a foot above the level of 
the others, and from this one jet a stream of 
100 feet high, under a pressure of 80 pounds, 
can be thrown. The light for the jets is fur 
nished by eleven big are lamps in a cement 
chamber beneath the fountain, each lamp 
equipped with an automatic focusing device and 
mounted on adjustable stande. Colored slides 
between the lamps avd a glass funnel covering 
are manipulated by compressed air. But two 
operators are required to handle the fountain, 
one in the cement chamber and the other in the 
tower—both connected by telephone. At the 
will of the operator at the switchboard fancy 
jets, umbrellas, ball sprays, straight sprays 
wheat sheaves, rings, fans, ribbons, lattices 
funnels and other combinations are made with 
the water, and all played upon by colored lights 
ever changing and shifting until all the colors 
of the rainbow are brought out and even im 
proved upon by the genius of man.

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COURT RULES TRIANGLE CO. | 
CANNOT CLAIM W. S. HART 


Injunctions Sought Against Artcraft Pictures Cor- 
poration Is Denied—Popular Western Star 
To Appear on New Program—Work 
on First Picture To Start 


New York, August 4.—Judge Martin IT. Man- 
ton, in the United States District Court, this 
city, has refused to grant the application of 
the Triangle Film Corporation for a preliminary 
injunction restraining Artcraft Pictures Cor- 
poration from making or distributing mofton 
pictures featuring Wm. 8. Hart. 


The noted star’s contract with Triangle pro- 
vided that productions in which he appeared 
were to have the personal supervision of Thos, 
H. Ince. Some weeks ago Ince severed his 
connection with Triangle and became affiliated 
with Artcraft. Shortly thereafter it was an- 
nounced that Hart would produce his own pic- 
tures, under the supervision of Ince. This 
meant, it was announced by Artcraft, that 
under the arrangements between that company 
and Ince the Hart productions would be dis- 
tributed by Arteraft. 


Neither Ince nor Hart was made a party to 
the action brought by Triangle, altho it was 
alleged that the clause in Hart's contract pro- 
viding for Ince’s supervision of pictures made 
by Hart was inserted by Ince in his own in- 
terest, Commenting on this fact Judge Manton 
said: 


“The parties to the contract have deliberately 
stated that Hart is relieved if he no longer 
has the advantages of Ince’s supervision, The 
reasons therefor are stated at considerable 
lengtii in the opposing affidavits, and in sub- 
stance are that Hart owes his success laigely 
to the management of Ince, his counsel, advice 
and experience in managing and directing his 
work a8 an actor, The bill admits that Ince 
no lenger works for the plaintiff, therefore 
Hart can no longer have the supervision of 
Ince and the supervisory clause of the contract 
protects Hart's withdrawing from the plaintiff's 
services, 


“The complaint does not sufficiently state a 
cause of action for equitable relief. There are 
no specific acts for which the defendant can be 
held responsible in such an action.’ 

It is announced by Walter E. Greene, prest- 
dent of Artcraft Pictures Corporation, that 
preparations for the first picture to be made 
by Hart under Ince supervision have been under 


way for some time, and that active work will 
at once follow the decision of the court. 

“Judge Manton’s opinion is, of course, most 
gratifying to us,” said Mr. Greene. “‘It means 
that the pictures made by Hart will continue 
to embody the high standard cf artistic ex- 
cellence with which the genius of Thos. H. 
Ince has endowed them—a fact which must ve 
of prime interest to exhibitors and patrons of 
Hart pictures this country over.”

Shooting bullets 
and shooting pictures at the screen is all the 
same to this “Sammy.”’ 

A. T. Raymond, conducting a traveling mov- 
ing picture show thru Oklahoma and Texas, 
writes for advice as to the best screen to use 
on the road, stating he has used high-priced 
screens only to get bad results and is now using 
a plain muslin screen. Well, Mr. Raymond, 
there are several reasons why screen results are 
bad with the traveling exhibitor. In the first 
place a metallic, reflective or semi-reflective 
screen cannot be used with success on the road, 
as it is very essential when using a screen of 
this kind to have it mounted perfect in every 
detail. It must be put on a frame and thoroly 
stretched so that no wrinkles will exist, as they 
make a very bad effect on the picture and it Is 
not practical to carry this kind of a screen. 
A plain muslin screen will allow too much light 
loss, as a large portion of the light passes thru 
and is not reflected to the eyes of the specta- 
tors. If you are compelled to carry your screen 
in a trunk it is best to have it made double or 
two thicknesses and have it made so the two 
thicknesses will lay flat together, and in putting 
it up stretch it perfectly tight, and above all 
things “keep it clean."’ The most practical 
screen for the road man is made of wide sheet 
ing of good grade with as few seams as pos- 
sible; mount it on a roller and batten in the 
form of a drop curtain, stretch it tight against 
a wall and give it a heavy coat of goed wall 
coating, such as Alabastine or Mureseo, with 
just a little bine im it. These can be purchased at 
any first-class paint store, To better the effect 
of your picture paint your screen a dead black 
around your light fleld. This not only improves 
the appearance of your screen, but brings your 
picture out to a much better advantage. A 
screen properly put up is a source of satisfac- 
tion to the exhibitor and conveys a good impres 
sion to the audience and Inspires confidence in 
the entertainment.—S. A. BLISS.

of public information in times of war and other 
creat crises, and in every lawful way to pro- 
mote generally the prosperity, uplift and bet- 
terment of the motion picture industry. 

“In accordance with this purpo@e, and ful- 
filling the fundamental idea that the American 
Exhibitors’ Association is, In deed as well as tn 
fact, a true exhibitors’ organization, a bulletin 
will be issued each week in time for the edi- 
tions of the trade papers, in which the doings 
of the association to date will be concisely 
given for the information of all exhibitors. 

“The organization is already started in thirty 
States, and is working, By the time of the 
Detroit convention next year we expect to be 
organized in every State. 

“What are now desired are applications for 
membership. Within the next week we wish to 
reach every exhibitor in the United States with 
a personal letter, in which an application for 
membership will be enclosed.

In nineteen years’ experience I have met but 
few carnival managers who did not knock the 
grift. but, nevertheless, they were always 
willing to stand for it, provided they got 
theirs. Is it not a fact that most people who 
have got money in the show business, botn 
circus and carnival, made a fair share of their 
money by standing for grift? Grift is a dead 
issue. A man is foolish to hopscotch around 
the country any more and expect to make 
money with a flat joint. Carnivals and would- 
be managers, with their methods of mending, 
and present-day operators, with their rough- 
neck methods of taking money, have killed it. 
Why lay all the blame on grift when there are 
other faults equally to blame in nine cases out 
of ten? Where a ‘‘legitimate’’ concessionaire 
knocks a flat joint he does so from jealousy 
and hasn't the nerve to get behind a real store 
and get quick money, 


By the way, I would like to have someone 
with more intelligence than I possess tell me 
what constitutes a legitimate concession. 

In regard to privilege cars: I think that they 
are the showman’s club. It would be awful 
tough to have to sit in a stuffy coach all day 
Sunday, I would suggest a vote on the subject. 

I can’t recall that I have ever heard of Mr. 
Gumpertz being connected with a road show, 
but I suppose he means all right. So let him 
co ahead and have his fun, I'll say he has some 
job on his hands, and I wish him jolly good

Sirs—Altho I stated in my former letter, pub- 
lished in a recent issue of The Billboard, that 
I did not care to engage in a word war with 
anyone, I feel that the reply made to my letter 
by Mr. Gumpertz is of such a nature, of such 
w tone, as to make essential a few more re- 
marks from my pen.

statement, to infer that he also classes pit 
show managers as ‘‘grifters’’? 


I dealt lightly with the privilege car matter 
because I was not sure but that Mr. Gumpertz 
might have personally seen a car conducted in 
the manner he described. I never have. How- 
ever, I think that part of the argument has 
been referred to in a most thoro and exceeding- 
ly competent manner by several others, 

Now as to where I stand. I repeat that I 
am for cleaner shows and the pursuance of 
more legitimate and honorable methods than 
those now in vogue with some managers and 
concessionaires, 

But to enlist the officers of the law. Never! 

I earnestly believe that the tent show bus!- 
ness, including both circuses and carnivals, are 
cleaner today than ever before. We all know 
that after taking into consideration the great 
number of such shows now in existence com- 
pared with the number touring the country ten 
or twelve years ago there are comparattvely 
few who carry ‘‘grift,’’ and the strong ‘‘cooch’’ 
of years ago has recently passed into the pages 
ef ancient history. Still, there can be even 
more improvement made, 

However, I shall forever maintain that we 
are equal to the task of working out our own 
salvation without the aid of uncontrollable 
lezislation. 

In conclusion I will state that I subscribe 
to the statements made by Walter K. Sibley in 
his recent letter in practically every instance. 
I believe his to be the most precise conception 
of the matter yet set forth in your columas,

WORLD AT HOME SHOWS 


Regina, Sask., proved to be a sizzling spot in 
three directions. The weather man almost cooked 
the Bedouins, they were burned up with business, 
and the big fire made an awful stab at wiping 
them out completely. 

It was Citizen's Day at the big exposition. 
All business were closed‘ and the rail- 
roads were dumping visitors into Regina at a 
tremendous rate. The spacious grounds were 
a seething mass of humanity, and all the shows 
were jammed. A little before 5 o'clock the 
ery of fire went up, and the multitude seurried 
everywhere, leaving the shows emptied. In less 
time than it takes to tell it flames leaped high 
from all parts of the grand stand, which had 
been packed. The total loss is estimated at 
$100,000, with insurance on the grand stand and 
main building at about $20,000. The various 
concessions burned out were valued at approx 
imately $15,000, 

The Worki at Home Shows got off lucky, as a 
whole, thanks to the favorable direction of the 
wind, but the situation was so critical that no 
one took a chance, and all the shows and rides 
dismantied and dropped with precision and rapid- 
ity and by the time the danger was passed most 
til the tops were rolled up. 

The next day all the shows were open for 
business, and seme opened the same evening. 
Business continued big to the end, the fire being 
of little consequence in that regard. Of 
the day of the fire, everybody lost 
receipts, as it was the big day, and right in 
the middle of it. The show’s total loss is prob 
ably less than $10,000.

tures, because the men behind the game have 
learned the lesson of the past and have definitely 
outlined just what they want, and how much of 

it they are prepared to digest. 
The extremely late summer, bringing in its 
train hot weatber, which is likely to endure far 


longer than backers of independent projects care 
to contemplate, forme an additional check. When 
the slated dates of fall openings are met with 
torrid weather, producers frequently lose more in 
the first few weeks than the nature of their in- 
vestments can stand, and many of them find 
themselves ‘“‘licked’’ before the real seasen is 
fairly started. When these producers wait too 
long it is hard to get bookings and harder still 
to assemble casts, because moct of the talent 
available, spurred on by necessity, accept the 
first engagements that come along, especially 
favoring vaudeville and burlesque because of the 
promise of continuous employment. Between these 
two fires—bankru>tcy, following upon early open- 
ings, and inability to get started, resulting 
from belated ones—producers of this form of en- 
testainment find themselves in a quandary. Most 
of the daring ones are proceeding with their 
plans in the hope that the weather may become 
modified at the last moment, or depending upon 
the quality of their offerings to offset the detrac- 
tions of unfavorable weather conditions. 


Perhaps the busiest office of all is found on 
the 16th floor of the Masonic Temple Building, 
where various ventures are promulgated from the 
Rowland & Clifford offices, Lorin J. Howard is 
“‘rehashing’’ several of the old Rowland & 
Howard offerings and is planning many new ones 
to be put forth under the same banner. Ralph

DU BOIS—Joseph H. Du Bois, well-known 
Brooklyn musician and a member of the Musical 
Mutual Protective Association, died at his home 
in that city last week following an attack 
of heart trouble. Interment was in Greenwood 
Cemetery, Brooklyn. 

GILMORE—Mrs. Ellen J. Gilmore (nee 
O'Neill), 80 years old, the widow of Patrick Sars- 
field Gilmore, who, prior to his demise in 1892, 
was acknowledged the most popular bandmaster 
in America, died at her home, 1721 Beverly Road, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., last Thursday. Mrs. Gilmore 
was herself a talented musician, but never ap- 
peared in public. Her husband first won na- 
tional fame when he led the singing chorus of 
10,000 people at the World’s Peace Jubilee, held 
in Boston in 1872.

“Runner’s Ladies’ Orchestra comes to ns to

“On other days we have music of the masters, 
presented in a masterly way, but on this day 
We have music that is good music, and yet 
music that is easy to listen to.

“On their day do not come expecting to get 
a course in musical instruction in one day. It 
ean't be done. But come prepared to enjoy 
yourself immensely and get ready to laugh a 
little, and perhaps cry a little. For this is a 
different kind of erchestra than you have heard 
in the past, and pleasingly different. Runner's 
Ladies’ Orchestra is an entertainment orches- 
tra.”” 

A RESUME OF FACTS 

During the year of 1912-'13 the Extension De- 
partment sent out S74 lecture numbers: during 
1913-'14 the department booked 1,138 attrac- 
tions; during 1914-15 there were 1,348 engage- 
ments made for attractions by this department; 
1915-'16 recorded the same increase in bookings, 
1,613 numbers being given, and the year just 
closed June 30 they sent out 1,924 attractions. 

Professor Paul F. Voelker, who has charge 
of this department, is very optimistic about 
this work, and looks with great pride at the 
steadily mounting figures as g proof of ,his 
assertion that this work is established in the 
State of Wisconsin, and that it will spread to 
other States and there thrive as the work ‘as 
done in his State, 

This has been uphill work all the way. Firsr, 
Professor J. J. Pettijohn, who started it, had 
to deal with those old fossilized antiquarians 
who had petrified in their chairs with the no- 
tion that education and work are still in 
mortal combat. It took a lot of real missionary 
effort to convince the Regents that a man might 
be able to wrestle with all the intricacies of 
Euclid, commit the table of Logarithims to 
heart, und still be unable to go ten miles away 
from home and get back safely with the ald or 
an ordivary railroad time table. 

Much of the practical work of this depart- 
ment has fallen to the lot of one Robert B 
Duncan. “Bob’’ knows less about the theory 
of education and more about how to reute at 
tractions than any member of the faculty. 

Aside from what Wisconsin has done to make 
the lyceum and chautanqua a part of the edu 
cational machinery of the State the followmg 
neighbors and friends caught the fever: Minne 
sota, North Dakota, Lowa and Kansas, while 
Washington, Oregon and California are entering 
into the same kind of extension activities. 

There has from the first been a battle royal 
on between the universities and the old line 
bureau managers. The bureau moguls at first 
tried to browbeat the attractions and the pro 
moters; tried to blacklist those who appeared 
on the university course; lobbyists were hired 
then fired, and at last sanity seems to be rm 
turning and amity and good will is seated or 
the throne where once hate sat supreme. Its 
hard for us to preach uplift when we are 
practicing the gentle art of assassination. There 
is room for all. And the real test must be the 
test of service. Let that system live lougest 
and thrive best which serves best.

Possess enough comedy lines is handed to a 
singer in the hope that the talent of the per- 
former will make the dull lines interesting the 
writer or publisher who provides the material 
is like the editor who prepares an indifferent 
jumble of words forgan editorial, knowing much 
of the batch is weak, with the idea that the 
article will seem less mediocre when it appears 
in cold print. On the other hand there are some 
singers who can make almost anything sound 
funny—and many © dull song has gone over for 
this reason as a big comedy hit when handled 
by the right kind of singers. When we reach 
the ballad field the same question presents it- 
self. It is a well-known fact that many high- 
class ballads possess decidedly low-class words. 
Many hit writers would find difficulty in detect- 
ing anything wrong with a song possessing lines 
like this: 
“TI love the radiance of your smile, 
Gee, kid, you've got them skinned a mile.”’ 
The whole thing resolves itself to this: While 
songs should be written in strict accordance 
with class requirements, inasmuch as most of 
them aren't the performer must be entrusted 
with the task of making funny lines in ballads 
sound serious—and tragic lines in comedy songs 
sound funny.

them in this regard if the conditions in hi 
department are normal, from a_ prosperity 
standpoint. Nearly all endeavors to unseat a 
professional manager that emanate from the 
action of dissatistied staff members result ¢dis- 
astrously. The ‘‘booster’s’’ penalty for start, 
ing agitation calculated to result in the ap 
pointment of a new professional manager is, 
as a rule, his job. 

There is no middle road for this peculiar 
product of the music publishing business—he is 
liked or be is hated, that’s all. He is usually a 
master diplomat, and makes friends of people 
who are likely to help his game along. Each 
one of these friends is made to fecl that he 
is an individual favored among all the rest— 
and many are willing to ‘‘die for their friend.” 

The astute professional manager has a faculty 
of appearing to be at many places at oncé. 
This is frequently the result of careful staging 
The wise professional manager appears Dever 
to take time for recreation. Im his office he 
is always on the go. Outside of bis office he 
rushes hither and thither under the spur ef 
business requirements. But his real interval” 
of pleasure is found by a single expedient<* 
When he wants to get away from the grind he 
shows greater speed than ever for a few" 
moments, puts himself pretty much in evidence 
to the members of his staff, suddenly makes a 
spirited announcement that he will return at 
a definite time—and disappears. The staff is 
held strictly accountable for everything done in 
the interval during which the chief is absent. 
In order to get a glimpse of how the interval 
is spent you have to be a baseball fan or 
something like that. With a program of hours 
judiciously laid out a professional manager may 
be at his office at 10 a.m, and at a cabaret at 
1 a.m, the next morning. The acquaintance 
who sees him at both places contemplates 
the wide disparity of hours and arrives at the 
conclusion that the professional manager never 
sleeps. But you may rest assured that the 
average professional manager manages to get 
regular hours of sleep—if he didn’t he wouldn't 
last long. 

Many people believe professional manage 
are great judges of songs. Some are, but m« 
of them aren't. There is nothing in the wo: 
that really involves intrinsic judgment of son, 
values. The work consists in pulling the string: # 
that induce people to use the songs the firm 
is putting out—overlooking no opportunities 
to have the firm’s numbers heard. Many men 
ean accomplish this, tho they aren’t wonderful 
judges of songs. ; 

Is a professional manager’s value enhanced 
by the ability to play musical instruments or 
to sing? Not at all. The man wanted is one 
who can bandle crews of singers, players, etc., 
not necessarily an individual who does these 
things himself. It would be as nonsensical — 
to have a talented professional manager as to 
have a postmaster who writes wonderful let 
ters, 

But the one big point to be remembered about 
the professional manager's job is that it ts_ 
usually a long-winded one. Another point 
worth remembering

Ploitation of the West I am naturally filled 
with delight that my constant work of Western 
exploitation for many years has at last had 
the effect of commanding the attention of btg 
Eastern theatrical interests. The competition 
will probably put more pep into my productons, 
which will naturally be better for me and for 
Western theatergoers. 
“In the first place I want to state frankly 
that I count Messrs, Klaw & Erlanger as my 
friends and partners, (We each have an equal 
interest in the Mason Opera House.) Mr. 
Klaw has wired me in his usual straightforward 
manner that he would not produce stock plays 
in Los Angeles, but only new plays with which 
to fill the open time during each theatrical 
season that is available at a combination house 
such as the Mason. That the situation re- 
garding the Mason has proved this conditton 
in the past few years—that is to say, that 
there is open time in the regular season, and 
particularly during the summer. 
“The same situation can be applied to thea- 
ters booked by Klaw & Erlanger, such ay the 
Columbia in San Francisco and the Heilig in 


Portland, and their various houses in Seattle, 
Spokane, ete. As regards taking the West 
for new productions, it is only natural that 


competition should spring up. 

“T can not speak too highly of Klaw & Er 
langer, altho in this case I must treat them 
ag competitors. Their competition will serve 
as an inducement for me to produce more 
plays, because K. & BE. have hundreds of thea 
ters and they will be glad, as they have been 
past, for me te contribute my share, 
irrespective of «he fact that they are going to 
contribute all they can,’’
